Chiefs’ Salary Hike 


The selectmen have protested 
the action of the state legislature 
in approving salary increases for 
police and fire chiefs in the 
Commonwealth, and extablish a 
definite ratio for the public safety 
administrators. 

In a letter to Gov. Francis W. 
Sargent, Chairman Robert A. Wat- 
ters,’ expressed the board’s dis- 
approval of the proposal, asking 
that he veto the measure. 

Local legislators approved the 
measure in the House. 

The letter to Gov. Sargent: 

“Our Board of Selectmen is 
unanimously opposed to bill S.909 
regarding salary ratios of Folice 


and Fire chiefs. 

‘‘We consider this bill to bea 
flagrant invasion of the rights 
and responsibilities of the ad- 
ministrative department of our 
Town government as enumerated in 
our Town Charter. 

“The rights and responsibilities 
are ours - and we do not intend 
to hand them over to any group 
outside of Andover.

Textile 
Donated 


An uncommon eighteenth century 


xem British textile has been donated 


to the Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum, according to an an- 
nouncement today from _ the 
Museum. 

Thomas W, Leavitt, director, 
said the gift was an all-cotton 
printed fabric the design of which 
was inspired by a series of draw- 
ings made by the British 
caricaturist, Henry Bunbury. The 
print acquired by the Museum 
ridicules life at an army camp. 

Donors of the textile were Mr. 
and Mrs. Leonard F. Perkins of 
Milk Street, North Andover. The 
textile belonged earlier to Mr. 
Perkins’s family. 

The textile collection at the 
Museum consists largely of 
samples of fabrics made in the 
United States over a175-year span. 
In addition to a distinguished col- 
lection of coverlets, the Museum 
has a large shawl collection, a 
number of blankets and more than 
one million cloth samples produced 
in American mills. The Museum 


does not, as a rule, collect 
costumes. 
Merrimack Valley Textile 


Museum is primarily a research 
institution devoted to the study of 
the role of textile manufacturing 
in American history. A permanent 
exhibit, however, displays for the 
general public several rare ex- 
amples of cloth-making equipment 
made between the era of the 
American Revolution and the Bi- 
centennial of the United States.

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round, slightly ribbed, about seven 
inches in diameter, with a bright 
orange skin. It, too, makes good 
faces. 

The huge pinkish-orange pump- 
kins you often see at. the roadside 
this season -- they average astag- 
gering 100 pounds each -- are field 
pumpkins. Their flesh is three to 
four inches thick, and makes ex- 
cellent custard-type pie filling. 
Obviously, one buys this kind in 
chunks, 

Plentiful, too, for Hallowe’en, 
are native gourds and Indian corn. 
They all make excellent decora- 
tions for the season. 

Native chrysanthemums are at 
their peak right now, and your 
nearby flower shop has a wonder- 
ful supply in a variety of colors, 
not only cut, but in fine, healthy 
plants as well. 

With-the apple harvest at its 
height, native cider is available 
in quantity. Consumed fresh to- 
day, it was imbibed in enormous 
quantity back in Colonial times, 
when almost every farm and or- 
chard had its own cider press... 
and a place to age the golden 
liquid. Temperance societies as 
far back as the seventeenth cen- 
tury raged against the consumption 
of hard cider. The problem -- 
at least so far as alcoholic apple 
juice is concerned -- seems to 
have disappeared. 

Obviously, all varieties of fresh, 
juicy apples from nearby orchards 
rate Rest Puy status this week. 
Prices have continued most 
reasonable. Those orchards of- 
fering ‘‘pick-your-owr’”’ may 
still have some trees left for 
picking, with prices at tree-side 
reduced even further. But it 
would pay to check first, before 
heading out with your baskets; 
many may already have been 
picked clean by now. 

You may have seen, during the 
past few weeks, displays inbakery 
windows featuring apples and ap- 
ple products. These were the re- 
sult of the MDA’s second annual 
Massachusetts Retail Bakers 
Apple Week Contest. This year’s 
winner -- who was runner-up last 
year -- is Mrs, Sue Pianachio of 
Homer’s Fakery, 173 Elm St., 
Everett. Her display consisted of 
a harvest scene featuring apple 
pies, popovers, apples, apple 
squares and tarts. Her prize, to 
be awarded next month by the Mass. 
Retai! Bakers Association, will be 
an inscribed silver tray.

The selectmen have temporarily 
held up the lowering of Foster’s 
Pond, until such time as they can 
determine any town liability is 
involved.

Eut as with most big cities in 
the world, Mexico City too, has had 
its student riot problems.

It is working very 
hard (there are few siestas now- 
a-days) to solve its present prob- 
lems, yet not to the extent of 
sacrificing its rich traditions and 
distinctive charms of yesteryear.

Larry F, Reeder and Dr. James 
Rourke to Pike until further notice. 
The service was to terminate this 
week, based on the Pike starting 
time being different than that of 
the public schools. 


The town of Andover will be 
involved in a _ precedent-setting 
decision when two Pike school 
parents, Larry E. Reeder, 14 
Aspen Circle, and Dr. James 
Rourke, D2erbury Lane, will file 
suit in Superior Court against 
the town for refusing to provide a 
school bus for their children who 
attend Pike School. 

The town has been transporting 
two sons from each family since 
school began, by special driver, 
since the Pike School opening times 
did not match the public school 
opening times and bus schedules, 


but informed the families that the — 


services would end Oct. 29, be- 
cause the schools could not handle 
all the requests from private 
school parents wanting their child- 
ren bused. Jack Berberian, Super- 
visor of General Services, said 
that since the schools couldn’t 
accomodate all Pike School stu- 
dents, none would be bused. 


Reeder and Rourke, represented 
by Atty. Carmine DiAdamo, will 
ask the court to issue atemporary 
restraining order preventing the 
town from discontinuing trans- 
portation for a certain number of 
days. If successful, they will then 
ask for a temporary injunction 
which, if granted, would force the 
town to continue transporting their 
children until the case is heard. 


DiAdamo says he is asking the 
courts for an interpretation of the 
law in question for the first time, 
after which either party can take 
the decision to the State Supreme 
Court, for a ruling and ultimately 
to the United States Supreme Court, 
if a constitutional issue is 
involved. 

Andover Town Counsel Frederic 
O’Brien contends, as printed in last 
week’s TOWNSMAN, that under 
Chapter 76, Section 1 of the law 
the town is obligated to transport 
all children to school, both public 
and private, but that inthe absence 
of guide rules established by the 
State Department of Education, on 


the subject of transporting students 
to private schools whose opening 
and closing times do not match 
those of the public schools, the town

is not obligated to provide extra 
transportation. 

At present, the town of Andover 
provides busing for all public sec- 
ondary students beyond a mile and 
a half radius, and for all ele- 
mentary students, including St. 
Augustine’s parochial students, 
who live more than a mile from 
school. St. Augustine’s opening 
and closing times match those of 
the public schools. The town also 
makes its regularly scheduled 
buses available to any private 
students who wish to use them, 

Besides the regular buses, the 
town also hires drivers to trans- 
port some children in special 
classes to the public schools, and 
other children handicapped by 
mental retardation, cerebral 
palsy, etc. from attending the pub- 
lic schools to hospitals or state 
schools, such as the Burke Hospi- 
tal and Hawthorne. The Reeder 
and Rourke children have been 
transported by one of these 
specially hired drivers, since the 
Pike School opening and closing 
times do not match those of the 
public schools and their bus 
schedules. 

Pike School Headmaster Ray- 
mond Nelson has stated that Pike 
will not change its opening or 
closing times, nor enter the busing 
controversy.

‘Elements’ 
Return To 
Marshes 


If the fiddler crab can be 
thought of as ‘‘an element,” one 
of the more important elements 
may be returning to some New 
England coastal marshes. 

Once classified as ‘very 
abundant,’’ fiddler crabs in re- 
cent years reached a low ebb that 
some naturalists feared might be 
the threshhold of extinction. At the 
end of World War II, the average 
salt marsh in southern New Eng- 
land had colonies of fiddler crabs 
along the muddy banks of its salt 
creeks. When the tide was out, 
hundreds of fiddlers scampered 
across the mud flats and darted into 
burrows when a human shadow fell 
upon them. 

But, DDT, dieldrin and other 
chlorinated hydrocarbons struck 
the crabs. Thriving colonies dis- 
appeared in a season or two of 
Spraying. Even milder, less- 
persistent pesticides may affect 
them, for fiddlers have been slow 
in returning to marshes where 
chemical control of mosquitoes 
continues. 

Fiddler crabs are among the 
more valuable residents of a 
marsh. They eat decaying vege- 
tation in a marsh and break it 
down into minute form which makes 
it usable for shellfish and other 
filter feeders. 

In ‘‘Massachusetts Wildlife, ’’ 
Norman A. Converse, Jr. reported 
the return of fiddler crabs to salt 
marshes in Marion. He correlated 
the return to a reduction of spray- 
ing of mosquitoes.

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Editorial Comment 


Merger? 


While any merger of Andover and North Andover into a 
single community, as proposed by Robert A. Watters in a 
recent news media interview may be some time away, if at 
all, a study of the possibilities could prove interesting and 
beneficial, to both towns. 

Watters made his proposal as an individual and not re- 
presenting the Andover Board of Selectmen, of which he is 
chairman. 

Response to the proposal by leaders of both communi- 
ties has been more positive than negative, as far as the 
merits of a study is concerned. 

Historically, of course, the towns once were a single 
corporate entity, until regional differences separated them 
in 1855. Andover’s beginnings are still retained in the North 
Andover center, or North Parish, as it was known for many 
years. 

Today, a century later, regional problems, dictate the 
two communities react to them in a positive manner. 

One would doubt, at the moment, that any actual merger 
of the two towns into a city or whatever, would come about 
very soon. 


Home Rule? 


We wonder about our elected representatives in view of 
the recently enacted bill which approved an increase in an- 
nual salaries for police and fire chiefs. 

Most all legislators from this area recently pledged home 
rule to their constituents in their bids for legislative posts. 

Now, when the opportunity presents itself, they some- 
how have forgotten the “people back home.” 

The merits of increases for public safety administrators 
will not be discussed here, simply the manner in which the 
legislature has suddenly cast the responsibility upon the 

towns and cities of the Commonwealth. 

Under provisions of the bill, the Andover police chief 
salary would go from $14,827 to $17,448 and the fire chief 
from $15,925 to $18,750. 

Comparatively, the salary increases are larger than those 
of surrounding communities since the maximum patrol- 
man and firefighter salaries and the number of men in the 
department is higher than in nearby towns. 

When the matter was before the legislature for a vote, a 
no vote approved the salary increase and a yes vote would 
have indicated opposition. 

Voting in the negative, thus approving the measure were 
Andover’s four representatives, Reps. James Hurrell, Wil- 
liam G. Arvanitis, Atty. Edward Grimley and Gerard A. 
Guilmette. 

We maintain that the individual cities and towns have the 
right and the knowledge to properly compensate its per- 
sonnel, armed with the ability to determine its financial 
destiny. 

Administrators are characteristically outside the collec- 
tive bargaining procedures carried out by municipal depart- 
ments. In most cases, however, particularly in Andover, it 
would appear to be true, that department heads are ade- 
quately compensated within the scope of agency they direct. 

Representatives should be more cognizant of the area’s 
needs for tax relief, rather than burdens. 

Hopefully, Gov. Sargent will veto the measure. 


Traffic 


One of the busiest thoroughfares in Andover, particularly 
one section, would appear to be in dire need of some atten- 


tion, before any serious accidents occur. We speak of Chest- 
nut street from Central street to Whittier street. 

The presence of traffic signals at the thoroughfares’ in- 
tersection with Main street, often brings out the worst in 
drivers who seem to suddenly obtain a heavy foot to make 
the green light. 

This is a busy intersection, with pedestrians and motorists 
alike seemingly fighting constantly for the right of way. 

Two other intersections pose equally obvious dangers, 

Stop signs at the Bartlet and Whittier street crossings are 
often ignored. Accidents and near mishaps have happened, 


particularly at the Bartlet street location a number of times. 
\ period of intermittent spot enforcement would more 
than-likely romedy-the. conditions. 


But in the creation of a study committee, officials of the 


two communities may find 


problems of mutual concern 


becoming solvable through dual efforts. 

Already the two towns are joined in a much larger district 
in the solution of such matters as Merrimack River pollu- 
tion abatement, vocational education, police legal advisor, 


and regional planning. 


In the years ahead, as the communities continue to grow, 
each will be faced with increasing responsibilities to meet 


greater demands. 
The two towns face almost 


immediate problems in regard 


to solid waste disposal, among other items. 
Andover’s water treatment facility now being built, will 
be able to assist the neighboring community when and if 


the need arises. 


Heaviest barrier to such a merger proposal, of course, is 
the traditionalist and sentimental attitude of the individuals 


of the separate communities. 


But a study of the possibilities can do little harm. 
Examination has merit even, if unification never comes 


to fruition.

iene Calling the Essex Agricultural 
Institute this past week 
browning of evergreen foliage. The 
brown color of dying foliage which 
often appears suddenly during fall 
on pines, spruces, arborvitae, 
junipers, rhododendrons, and 
other evergreens is normal ac- 
cording to county harticultural 
agent Bob Fitzgerald. This fall 
browning usually is not noticed 
when it occurs gradually, because 
the dead needles and old leaves 
are knocked off by wind or rain 
soon after they die. 


In most cases, this foliage 
browning and falling is merely part 
of the healthy trees’ natural cycle. 
Evergreens grow a new set of 
needles or leaves each spring and 
drop their oldest set each fall. 
This natural phenomenon usually 
can be distinguished from needle 
blight, leaf scorch, or an infec- 
tious disease in the following two 
ways: 


(1) The change occurs 
throughout the plant and on all the 
other individuals of the same 
species in that locality. 

(2) Only the oldest, or inner- 
most, leaves are affected. The 
younger leaves, nearer the branch 
tips, remain green. 

The natural loss of older leaves 
each autumn is not harmful to 
evergreens. Less vigorous trees 
lose a greater proportion of their 
foliage, but a tree need not be 
considered in danger from this 
browning as long as its newest 
leaves (those of the current sea- 


son) remain healthy.

In the discussion of school costs, 
building costs, and the other ex- 
penses of public school education, 
one fact has not been highlighted, 
that the school department has 
significantly assisted in helping 
to stabilize the tax rate. 

In recent years we have had in- 
creases in the price of almost 
everything. At the same time the 
school enrollment has increased 
significantly. As an incoming 
superintendent, I was given a 
mandate from the school com- 
mittee: initiate individualized 
instruction and reduce the budget 
increases in the process. As a 
result of instituting system-wide 
programs in reading and math 
this year, the rate of increase 


down. This has been a practice 
for the past three years and not 
a result of town meeting action. 
Communication with the Finance 
Committee would verify these con- 
clusions. 

To assist the town in its 
financial crisis, educational state 
aid has been increasing sub- 
stantially in recent years. 

In summary, then, the reduction 
of the annual budget increases and 
the increase in state aid have been 
very instrumental in aiding our tax 
structure. The table below 
attempts to show that the school 
budget has ‘‘slowed down” and 
the revenue to the town has in- 
creased, The results: a stabiliz- 
ing tax rate.

Status Report Given Parents 


West Junior High School 
Principal, Richard IX, Neal, pre- 
sented a ‘‘Status Report’ of the 
school to parents and visitors at 
the school’s annual Fall Open 
House held on Thursday evening, 
Oct. 21. 

The report began with a sum-. 
mary of the physical characteris- 
tics of the school. This was 
followed by highlights of positive 
elemznts of the school and areas 
of greatest need. Commentsonthe 
West Junior High School and its 
philosophy concluded the presenta- 
tion. 

Tha physical characteristics 
brought out that the school student 
population is 51 greater than at 
the end of last year (762 as 
compared to 711) with a faculty 
of 65 (54 full-time and 11 part- 
time). The schoo! is operating 
at over 95 percent utilization of 
space with several areas being 
used for instructional purposes 
which were not originally so in- 
tended. In spite of this extremely 
high utilization factor class sizes 
throughout the school average 22. 

In focusing attention onthe posi- 
tive elements of the school Mr. 
Neal first cited the strength of 
the Faculty and their-interest in 
all aspects of the students’ ac- 
tivities. Also noted was the general 
tone of the school, the happy 
students and the friendly atmos- 
phere. 

Mr. Neal mentioned as afurther 
plus the variety of program of- 
ferings noting that an important 
feature of any junior high school 
program is provision for student 
exposure and experimentation in a 
wide range of subjects and activi- 
ties. 

The wide variety of teaching 
techniques employed throughout 
the school was also brought out as 
a positive point, different grouping 
patterns are evident throughout 
the school. 

Mr. Neal pointed out that signifi- 
cant strides had been made each 
year in the area of individualized 


scheduling and that each year the . 


school moves closer toward ful- 
fillment of its ultimate goal of 
completely individualized pro- 
grams for each student in each 
subject area. 

Another goal of the school is to 
place emphasis on the positive 
and to provide as much individual 
attention to each student as is 
possible. Mr. Neal brought out 
the provisions of the faculty ad- 
visor program in which each 
faculty member is assigned a 
maximum of 15 students as 
advisees. This provides each 
student with a-faculty member to 
whom the student can turn for 
advice and also someone who is 
particularly interested in him as 
a person. 

Along the lines of emphasis on 
the positive, Mr. Neal announced 
that opportunities will be provided 
throughout the year for parents to 
confer with members of the admin- 
istration or guidance department 
in conferences designed to supple- 
ment the school’s report card 
system. 

In turning to areas of need Mr. 
Neal first mentioned that more 
opportunity should be provided for 
students to pursue their own in- 
terests. ‘‘Instead of constantly 
trying to interest students in school 
work we should fashion the school 
work out of the things that already 


do interest them,”’ Mr. Neal 
said. 
Continuing, Mr. Neal pointed 


out the need to develop the school’s 
programs to provide for the 
extension of programs begun in 
the elementary schools. This 
year extensions of the math and 
reading programs will be included 
in the schooi program and the 
science and social studies 
curriculum will be reworked for 
the same purpose. 

A need of more parent involve- 
ment was brought out ‘‘since 
school is but one part of the 
learning environment.’? An Open 
Forum on Dec. 1 conducted by the 
Parent Advisory Council was an- 
nounced.

The need for more _ student 
involvement in the operation ofthe 
school was discussed and the 
formation of a Student. Advisory 
Council of 10 students representing 
all grade levels was announced for 
this purpose. This group will 
meet with the principal every other 
week, 

Mr. Neal made a point of stating 
that more emphasis should be 
placed on the teaching of values 
with ‘‘emphasis on the ‘why’ 
choices in life.’’ 

In the area of public relations, 
Parent Newsletters and a Parent 
Handbook are in the works. Mr. 
Neal indicated that he will conduct 
office hours between 2 and 5 p.m. 
each Tuesday for the purpose of 
discussing educational issues or 
practices with interested persons. 


In Addressing another area of 
need Mr. Neal stated that the 
school was ‘‘ placing a high priority 
this year on providing every stu- 
dent an opportunity to utilize 
materials appropriate to his level 
of achievement in every subject 
area.”’ 

In citing all of these areas of 
need Mr. Neal pointed out that 
corrective measures for each was 
provided for in the goals of the 
West Junior High School this year. 

In concluding his remarks Mr. 
Neal made some comments rela- 
tive to the West Junior HighSchool 
and its philosophy. 

While indicating that the 
programs of the West Junior High 
School should be coordinated with 
those of the elementary schools 
and high school along withthe other 
junior high school, Mr. Neal stated 
that he felt strongly that the school 
should ‘‘develop and maintain its 
identity.’’ 

The hallmark of the school 
should be innovation with op- 
portunities to generate new and 
exciting ideas and processes, to 
question old assumptions, andthus 
to set new directions. 

‘*But always, our purpose should 
dominate process,’ Mr. Neal 
added. ‘‘We want each child to 
become confident in himself. We 
want each child to develop 
constructive ways of thinking and 
feeling and we want each child 


to acquire the skills of learning 


and of applying what he learns.” 
‘‘We must be very concerned 


with attitudinal development and 
with behavioral patterns for life.”

garding location of churches and 
fire stations led to differences 
which eventually split the towns 
into two separate communities. 

In more recent years, Watters 
noted, the towns have worked to- 
gether in a number of joint ven- 
tures. Included among them is the 
pollution abatement project in the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary Dis- 
trict, co-operation in federal fund- 
ing for a legal aid for the police 
departments, and the combined 
Andover-North Andover YMCA 
project, of which he is chairman. 

He also noted that Andover’s new 
water treatment plant, under con- 
struction on the shores of Hag- 
getts Pond was being built in such 
a way that it could satisfy North 
Andover’s needs, if and when the 
need arises. 

He felt that a study of uniting 
of the two towns would certainly 
run into difficulties, but that ex- 
amination of the prospects could 
lead to ‘‘something extremely de- 
sirable.’’ 

Watters noted that in the planning 
of a joint YMCA building for the 
two towns, differences of opinion 
had arisen between the two towns, 
but that the problems had been 
ironed out during discussions. 

North Andover selectmen, in 
their reaction to the proposal has 
been one of seeing the proposal 
studied. 

Selectman William B. Duffy, Jr., 
feels that such things as the tax 
rate, representation and status quo 
must be considered. 

Chairman Arthur P. Kirk feels 
the two towns can work together, 
but does not believe the two towns 
are as identical as the Andover 
chairman may think. 

Selectman Joseph A. Guthrie felt 
the idea had merit for study but 
that differences exist in the areas 
of the tax rate and the attitudes 
toward public education.
